is Postponed Today. 


W ILL BE ABLE TO MAKE CASE 


The trial of R. B. White, division 
superintendent of the C., H. & D. 
railroad, 
accused 
of 
involuntary 
manslaughter in connection with the 
C., II. & D. wreck in Irvington, No­ 
vember 13, 1912, which cost sixteen 
lives, will not be started to day as 
had been planned says the Indiana­ 
polis Star. 
Frank P. Baker, prose­ 
cuting attorney, has agreed to a con­ 
tinuance in the case. It is generally 
conceded that the state will have 
difficulty making a case against the 
indicted officials. 
The indictment is 
based on the theory that the com­ 
pany failed to obey the law pertain­ 
ing to the installation of a block sig­ 
nal system. 
After 
the 
indictment 
was returned, it was found that the 
company received an extension of 
time beyong the date of the wreck 
from the railroad commission.

The complaint charges fail­ 
ure to provide and also recites that 
the defendant served a term in the 
state prison for larceny. The Perrys 
were married July 13, 1909, and sep­ 
arated December 16, 1911. 


Judge Megee has received a copy 
of the rules and regulations formula­ 
ted and prescribed by 
the 
State 
Board of Charities for the care and 
management of county jails and for 
the control of prisoners 
in them. 
Judge Megee will adopt the set of 
rules and will make it an order of 
court. 
The rules as they 
will be 
adopted are practically the same as 
now in force at the jail. 
The rules afford a protection to 
the sheriff in that they specify what 
the prisoners shall and shall not do, 
and a failure of any one not to com­ 
ply with all the rules may be taken 
as a contempt of court, and the of­ 
fender taken to court. If it is prov­ 
en that he is guilty of an infringe­ 
ment and thus of contempt of court 
and may be sent to the penal farm, 
which was ereated by an act of the 
last legislature. 
Two sets of jail rules were sent to 
the court here. The shorterof the two 
is the one adopted by the court. The 
longer set was impractical for the 
jail here as a matron would have to 
be maintained and the sheriff would 
have to give most of his time to the 
jail and would have very little time 
for office work. 
The rules that will 
he adopted are as follows: 
1. 
Every 
i>erson 
shall 
bathe 
when admitted, and weekly thereaf­ 
ter. 
2. 
Marking, defacing or littering 
the cells, walls or corridors, or in­ 
juring or destroying the jail property 
is prohibited. 
3. Spitting on floors, 
walls, 
or 
iron works, is prohibited. 
4 
Prisoners shall make their own 
beds, keep clean their cells, and per­ 
form such duties in taking care of 
th jail and keeping it clean and in 
order as may be assigned to them. 
5. Meals shall be served the pris- 
'riiers at suitable and regular hours, 
hours three times a day. 
6. 
The sheriff shall 
inspect 
the 
jail at least once every day and see 
that it is kept clean and sanitary. 
7. 
There shall be 
complete 
sex 
separation. 
Prisoners shall be clas­ 
sified and separated so far as the jail 
will permit. 
8. No tramps 
or other 
persons 
shall be classified and separated so 
far as the jail will permit. 
8. No tramps or 
other 
persons 
shall be received without due pro­ 
cess of law.

Writer Asserts Orientals Have 


Not Proper Spirit of 


Nationalism. 


A N interesting review of political 
anti social conditions in China 
JL 
is given in a letter published 
by t lie Chicago Tribune. 
The ; 
w riter attributes China’s humiliating 
position among the nations to the lack 
of loyalty and active patriotism on the 
part of her people. 
The review in part is as follows: 
To any one considering the situation 
in the far east the contrast between 
the position of Japan and th a t of Chi­ 
na m ust appear startling. 
Japan, a nation of 50.000,000 people, 
occupying territory about the size of 
the state of Montana and possessing 
no gTeat resources, is a great power, 
to which the other great powers send 
ambassadors. 
Japan is sought as an 
ally, and its desires are most carefully 
considered 
China is a nation of over 400,000,000, 
occupying a territory a third greater 
than that of the United States and. 
rich in resources, is politically a minor 
power and as such has ministers ac­ 
credited to it by the great powers. 
It 
Is not desired as an ally by anybody. 
F a r from its wishes being considered, 
it is at present in grave danger of los­ 
ing considerable of its territory if not 
of being entirely divided. 


Japan Adds to Territory. 
Japan, far from l>eing threatened 
with the alienation of any of its origi­ 
nal territory, has added Formosa, the I 
Pescadores, Korea, half of Sakhalin 
and practically lower Manchuria, in- j 
eluding the Taiotung peninsula. 
In I 
addition, it is accused, and not without I 
justice, of having its eye on inner Mon- j 
golia and Fukien, to say nothing of ; 
American possessions in and around ' 
the Pacific ocean. 
China finds itself face to face with j 
Russia and Japan, which, allietl since 
Mr. Knox’s disastrous attem pt to neu­ 
tralize the Manchurian railways, have 
practically swallowed Manchuria and ! 
are now turning their attention to i 
Mongolia. 
To make m atters worse, the news has • 
ju st leaked out of a recently signed 
treaty between Great Britain and Rus­ 
sia by which they recognize Russian 
and British suzerainty in outer Mon­ 
golia and Tibet respectively and by 
which they promise each other mutual 
assistance should China or any other 
power endeavor to prevent them from 
developing these two provinces for 
their own interests. 


Japs B rook No Interference. 
No nations attem pt to interfere with 
the internal affairs of Japan. 
All nations are constantly interfer­ 
ing with the internal affairs of China. 
Even its attem pts to suppress the ua- i 
tional vice of opium smoking are be- i 
ing seriously hindered by G reat Brit­ 
ain’s desire to prevent financial loss to j 
bankers and merchants who are en- j 
gaged in this trade. 
Interference with Japanese subjects 
residing abroad brings a threat of war 
which is heeded by the nation con­ 
cerned. 
The San Francisco school in- j 
cident is a good example. 
Chinese are excluded from this coun­ 
try 
and 
frequently 
badly 
treated. { 
Mexico 
lias 
murdered 
numbers 
of 
them. 
In the Dutch E ast Indies they 
have been 
badly abused. 
None of 
these conditions has been remedied 
from the Chinam an’s point of view. 
W hy m ust China suffer all this, not 
only at the hands of the white pow­ 
ers, but also at those of Japan, which 
buV a short half century ago was itself 
being humiliated? 


Has Resources and People. 
It has great resources. 
It has 400.- 
000,000 of people. 
They are intelli­ 
gent. 
They have unsurpassed endur­ 
ance. 
They are physically larger and 
stronger 
than 
the Japanese. 
They 
have a long military history and have 
in the past shown themselves to be 
excellent soldiers. 
The answ er is to be found in tftb

fact that in Japan the military spirit, 
having been kept alive and the sol­ 
diers remaining on top having been 
able to inculcate the whole nation with 
the military virtues of loyalty, dis­ 
cipline and sense of duty, when they 
realized 
the necessity 
for adopting 
western methods they had only to get 
western arm s and learu to use them. 
In 
China 
the military 
spirit had 
gradually died out. The ruling classes 
lost it first. The soldier dropped stead­ 
ily down the scale until finally he was 
at the bottom of it. 
To such an ex­ 
tent was this carried that for all prac­ 
tical purposes the warrior class had 
ceased to exist. To be a soldier was a 
thing of reproach. 


Code of Chivalry Unknown. 


Such a thing as a code of chivalry, 
similar to the bushido of Japan, was 
unknown. The dominant idea was not 
th at when evils were inflicted on the 
nation they were to be resisted and 
every effort made to overcome them, 
but th at they were to be expected and 
must be borne or, at the most, resisted 
passively. 
Thus it was th at humiliation after 
humiliation taught the Chinese noth­ 
ing. 
They hated the foreigner and 
w anted to get rid of him. 
Periodic 
and useless outbreaks against mission­ 
aries and efforts such as that made by 
the Boxers occurred. 
From time to time men in high posi­ 
tions saw the necessity for adopting 
European 
methods 
They, however, 
apparently saw no further than the 
need for foreign arm s and training 
They did not understand that back 
of these and more important was the 
military spirit 
This lack of under­ 
standing. coupled too often with the 
presence among the troops of dishon 
est officers, led to such fiascoes both 
on land and sea as those of the Chino 
Japanese war. 


Planned reorganization of Army. 
In 1905 a very comprehensive modern 
scheme was drawn up for tlie organi­ 
zation of the army. 
The condition of 
the soldier was bettered to such an ex­ 
tent that he soon stood far higher in 
the social scale than he had for some 
centuries. 
By the time the revolution broke 
out the imperial troops in the north 
amounted to more thau 200,000 men 
with nearly 900 guns. 
Their training 
was good, but the revolution showed 
the proper spirit to be lacking 
The 
very best of the troops mutinied, not 
because of sympathy with the revolu 
tion, but because of the chance to loot. 
The Young China part}’, which was 
responsible for the revolution, chafes 
under 
the 
humiliations inflicted on 
China and even calls for w ar to pre­ 
vent their continuation. 
The leaders 
know, however, th at in spite of its 
numbers, of its size and of its resources 
China is helpless. 
The necessary spir­ 
it of nationality and military virtue 
have been lacking. 


National Spirit Lacking. 


The population always has been unit­ 
ed in theocratic beliefs, in love of fain 
ily life and family system, in its eth 
ics, customs, precedents, symbols and 
dress. 
In spite of this, religionalism 
has prevailed to such an extent that 
it virtually has excluded all spirit ot 
nationalism. 
The revolution has apparently aw ak­ 
ened both the military spirit and the 
spirit of, nationality. The peace loving 
Chinese are commencing to realize that 
national integrity and sovereignty rest 
on military force. 
W hat they have not realized is that 
the qualities requisite for miliary suc­ 
cess cannot he put aside and donned 
again like a garment: that these quali­ 
ties are the results of generations of 
patient, careful and persistent educa­ 
tional effort; th a t as time goes on war 
demands a higher and higher training 
and moral standard on the part of 
those who engage in it.

Morgan’s body is at re st His grave is 
to the west of tne great monument of 
red granite that marks the family plot 
To the east lie his father, his mother 
and a brother who died In boyhood. To 
the north are the graves of his grand­ 
parents. 
In lieu of a headstone there towers 
a monument of flowers and cedar 
boughs, heaped in a huge pyramid over 
the grave. 
They are the last tributes 
of friends and relatives who came here 
with the body in a special train from 
New York. 
Hartford, the financier’s birthplace, 
had its flags at half mast when the 
seven-car funeral train arrived. 
An 
immense crowd was at the station and 
people packed the sidewalks three 
deep 
as 
the 
funeral 
party 
drove 
through the streets of the city to the 
cemetery. 
Over the seven feet of 
earth allotted to the financier there 
had been erected a large white teut. 
When the funeral party arrived Mrs. 
J. !*. Morgan, the widow, leaning on 
the arm of her son, was the first to 
enter. 
A curtain was drawn across 
the entrance to the tent to screen the 
ceremonies from the gaze of the curi­ 
ous. 
Following the 
committal the 
Lord’s Prayer was chanted by the 
mourners and with a benediction the 
ceremonies, lasting scarcely ten min­ 
utes, were over. 
J. P. Morgan escorted his mother to 
her carriage. 
Then, while the other 
mourners were driving away, he went 
back, with his son Junius, and stood 
with bowed head and tear-filled eyes 
until the last spadeful of earth had 
been thrown on the grave of his father.

New York State Capitol Reveal the 


Most Shameless and Amazing Plun­ 


dering of the People Through Glar­ 


ing Dereliction of Public Duty. 


Albany, N. Y., April 15.—In a report 
made to the governor, State Auditor 
Hennes-y, upon whose recommenda­ 
tion contracts for the reconstruction 
of the burned portion of the state cap- 
itol were cancelled last week, esti­ 
mates the cost of restoring the build­ 
ing at well over $3,000,000. 
Altered 
specifications, padded payrolls, dere­ 
liction of duty and complete surrender 
of authority on the part of the former 
state architect, Herman W. Hoefer, 
are ascribed as the cause of this enor­ 
mous expense. 
It was originally esti­ 
mated that the capitol could be re- 
! stored to the condition it was in before 
the fire for $2,000,000. 
State Auditor Hennessy reported to 
the governor that the former state 
architect had two companies on per- 
| centage contracts wiring the capitol. 
He said an examination of the bills of 
these two companies indicates that 
the charges for labor were entirely 
out of proportion to the cost of ma­ 
terial, an analysis of the bills showing 
that many of the men drawing per 
diem wages had only a payroll con­ 
nection with the work. 
The report 
points out that the payrolls were pad­ 
ded not only as to actual time worked, 
but as to the number of men at work. 
; He says the payroll for electrical work 
showed that some of the men worked 
twenty hours a day for twenty-seven 
consecutive days, and that one man 
who was placed on the job at the per­ 
sonal request of the state architect 
worked twenty-four hours a day for 
weeks, according to the pay he re- 
, ceived. 
“The supervising auditor and the 
architect, together with the superin­ 
tendent of construction, have several 
times investigated the work done by 
the contractors,” the report says, “and 
have found as many as four men to­ 
gether doing nothing. 
And it was 
found that there is a regular alarm 
signal on each floor when anybody 
comes along who may be suspected ot 
a desire to learn whether the men are 
working.”

The initial step in the movement 
was taken when the Illinois state vice 
committee sent the following telegram 
to governors throughout the country:

At least a score of state executives 
j replied immediately, each assuring the 
Illinois investigators of hearty support 
and co-operation. 
One of the first to reply was Gover­ 
nor Sulzer of New York, who said 
that New York would fall in line with 
any move aimed to eliminate traffic in 
women. 
A message from Utah stated that 
the state legislature passed a bill fix­ 
ing the minimum wage for women at 
75 cents a day for the first year’s serv­ 
ice and after that $1.25 a day. 


Governors Fall In Line. 
All the governors expressed them ­ 
selves emphatically in favor of a min­ 
imum wage, and many of them prom­ 
ised to send messages to that effect to 
their legislatures. 
The Chicago m erchants who testi­ 
fied before the committee held a secret 
meeting recently. The wages and con­ 
ditions of girl employees were discuss- i 
ed for several hours. 
Since the invea- j 
tigation began the departm ent ’ store 
proprietors and others have made a 
careful study of the probable effects 
of establishing among themselves a 
minimum wage. 
Girls in some stores have already 
asked higher wages, and it was learn­ 
ed that all were assured that they 
would be “taken care of” as soon as 
something definite had been decided ou 
by the employers.

When the signal arm is set at an an 
gle of forty-five degrees it can striki 
only the longer of the two uprigbt.% 
the effect of which is to open the air 
valves only enough to reduce the speed 
of the train to thirty miles an hour 
This is designed for use at crossovers, 
after passing which the valves close 
again and the higher speed is resumed.
